Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

Section 5. The Wrel ess Energency Tel ephone Safety Act
i s anended by changi ng Sections 10, 17, and 35 and by addi ng

Section 70 as foll ows:

Sec. 10. Definitions. 1In this Act:

"Active prepaid wreless telephone" neans a prepaid

wirel ess tel ephone that has been used or activated by the

custoner during the nonth to conplete a tel ephone call for

which the custoner's card or account was decrenented.

"Emergency telephone system board" means a board
appointed by the corporate authorities of any county or
muni ci pality that provides for the managenent and operation
of a 9-1-1 systemw thin the scope of the duties and powers
prescribed by the Energency Tel ephone System Act.

"Master street address guide" neans the conputerized
geogr aphi cal dat abase that consists of all street and address
data within a 9-1-1 system

"NMbbil e t el ephone nunber" or "MIN' shall mean the

t el ephone nunber assigned to a wirel ess tel ephone at the tinme

of initial activation.

"Prepaid wreless telephone service" neans W rel ess

t el ephone service which is activated by paynent in advance of

a finite dollar anmpbunt or for a finite set of m nutes and

which, unless an additional finite dollar anmount or finite

set of mnutes is paid in advance, term nates either (i) upon

use by a custoner and delivery by the wireless carrier of an

aqgr eed-upon anmount of service corresponding to the total
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dollar ampunt paid in advance, or within a certain period of

tine followng initial purchase or activation.

"Public safety agency” neans a functional division of a
public agency that provides fire fighting, police, nedical,
or other energency services. For the purpose of providing
wreless service to wusers of 9-1-1 energency services, as
expressly provided for in this Act, the Departnent of State
Police may be considered a public safety agency.

"Qualified governnental entity" nmeans a unit of | ocal
government authorized to provide 9-1-1 services pursuant to
t he Enmergency Tel ephone System Act where no energency
t el ephone system board exi sts.

"Statew de wireless energency 9-1-1 systent neans al
areas of the State where an energency tel ephone system board
or, in the absence of an energency tel ephone system board, a
qualified governnental entity has not declared its intention
for one or nore of its public safety answering points to
serve as a primary wreless 9-1-1 public safety answering
point for its jurisdiction. The operator of the statew de
wireless energency 9-1-1 systemshall be the Departnent of
State Poli ce.

"Sufficient positive balance”" neans a dollar anount

greater than or equal to the nonthly wireless 9-1-1 surcharge

"Wreless carrier” neans a provider of two-way cellular,
br oadband PCS, geographic area 800 MHZ and 900 MHZ Comrer ci al
Mobile Radio Service (CVRS), Wreless Communi cations Service
(WCS), or other Commercial Mbile Radio Service (CVRS), as
defined by the Federal Comrunications Comm ssion, offering
radi o comruni cations that may provide fixed, nobile, radio
| ocation, or satellite comunication services to individuals
or businesses wthin its assigned spectrum block and
geographical area or that offers real-tinme, two-way voice

service that is interconnected with the public swtched
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network, including a reseller of such service.
"Wreless enhanced 9-1-1" neans the ability to relay the
t el ephone nunber of the originator of a 9-1-1 call and

location information and--the--location-of-the-cell-site-or

base-statton-recetving-a-9-1-1-ealt fromany nobile handset
or text tel ephone device accessing the wireless systemto the
designated wreless public safety answering point as set

forth in the order of the Federal Communi cati ons Conmi SSion,

FCC Docket No. 94-102, adopted June 12, 1996, wth an

effective date of Cctober 1, 1996, and any subsequent

anendnent thereto through--the--use--of--autematte---nAunber

tdenttficatt on-and- pseudo- aut omatt e- nupber-tdentifteatt on.

"Wrel ess public safety answering point" nmeans the
functional division of an energency tel ephone system board,
qualified governnmental entity, or the Departnent of State
Police accepting wreless 9-1-1 calls.

"Wrel ess subscriber” neans an individual or entity to
whom a wreless service account or nunber has been assigned
by a wireless carrier.

"Wrel ess tel ephone service" includes prepaid wreless

t el ephone service and neans all "commercial nobile service",

as that term is defined in 47 CFR 20.3, including al

personal conmmuni cations services, wreless radio tel ephone

servi ces, geoqr aphi c area speci al i zed and enhanced

specialized nmobile radio services, and incunmbent w de area

specialized nobile radio licensees that offer real tine,

two-way service that is interconnected with the public

swi tched tel ephone network.

Sec. 17. Wreless carrier surcharge.
(a) Except as provided in Section 45, each wreless

carrier shall inpose a nonthly wireless carrier surcharge per
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CVRS connection that either has a tel ephone nunber within an
area code assigned to Illinois by the North Anmerican
Nunbering Pl an Adm nistrator or has a billing address in this

St at e. In the case of prepaid wreless telephone service,

this surcharge shall be remtted based upon the address

associ ated with the point of purchase, the customer billing

address, or the location associated with the MIN for each

active prepaid wreless telephone that has a sufficient

positive balance as of the |last day of each nonth, if that

information is available. No wireless <carrier shall inpose

the surcharge authorized by this Section upon any subscri ber
who is subject to the surcharge inposed by a wunit of |oca
governnment pursuant to Section 45. The wireless carrier that
provi des wirel ess service to the subscriber shall collect the
surcharge set by the Wrel ess Enhanced 9-1-1 Board from the
subscriber. For nobile tel ecommunications services provided
on and after August 1, 2002, any surcharge inposed under this
Act shall be inposed based upon the nunicipality or county
that enconpasses the custoner's place of prinmary use as
defined in the Mbile Tel ecomunications Sourcing Conformty
Act. The surcharge shall be stated as a separate itemon the
subscriber's nonthly bill. The wireless carrier shall begin
collecting the surcharge on bills issued within 90 days after
the Wrel ess Enhanced 9-1-1 Board sets the nonthly wreless
sur char ge. State and |ocal taxes shall not apply to the
W rel ess carrier surcharge.

(b) Except as provided in Section 45, a wireless carrier
shall, within 45 days of collection, remt, either by check
or by electronic funds transfer, to the State Treasurer the
amount of the wireless carrier surcharge collected from each
subscri ber. O the amounts remtted under this subsection
the State Treasurer shall deposit one-third into the Wrel ess
Carrier Reinmbursenent Fund and two-thirds into the Wreless

Servi ce Emergency Fund.
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(c) The first such remttance by wireless carriers shal

i nclude the nunber of custoners by zip code, and the 9-digit
zip code if currently being used or |ater inplenented by the
carrier, that shall be the nmeans by which the Departnent of
Central Managenent Services shall determne distributions
from the Wreless Service Enmergency Fund. This information
shal | be updated no less often than every year. Wrel ess
carriers are not required to remt surcharge noneys that are
billed to subscribers but not yet coll ected.

Sec. 35. Wreless Carrier Rei nbur senent Fund;
r ei nbur sement . To recover costs fromthe Wreless Carrier
Rei nbur senent Fund, the wireless carrier shall submt sworn

invoices to the Departnent of Central Managenent Services.
In no event may any invoice for paynent be approved for (i)
costs t hat are not related to conpliance wth the
requi renents established by the wreless enhanced 9-1-1
mandat es of the Federal Communications Comm ssion, (ii) costs
with respect to any wirel ess enhanced 9-1-1 service that 1is
not operable at the tine the invoice is submtted, or (iii)
costs of any wireless carrier exceeding 125% of the wirel ess
energency services charges remtted to the Wreless Carrier
Rei nbursenent Fund by the wreless carrier under Section
17(b)unl ess the wireless carrier received prior approval for
the expenditures from the Departnent of Central Managenent
Servi ces.

If in any nonth the total anmount of invoices submitted to
the Departnent of Central Managenent Services and approved
for paynent exceeds the anount available in the Wreless
Carrier Reinbursenent Fund, wreless carriers that have

i nvoi ces approved for paynent shall receive a pro-rata share
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of the anmpbunt available in the Wreless Carrier Rei nbursenent
Fund based on the relative anmount of their approved invoices
avai l abl e that nonth, and the bal ance of the paynents shal
be carried into the follow ng nonths;--and-shall-tnelude
approprtate-interest-at-the-statutery-rate; until all of the
approved paynents are nade.

A wreless carrier my not receive paynent fromthe
Wreless Carrier Reinbursenent Fund for its costs of
providing wreless enhanced 9-1-1 services in an area when a
unit of |ocal governnment or energency tel ephone system board
provides wreless 9-1-1 services in that area and was
i nposing and collecting a wireless carrier surcharge prior to
July 1, 1998.

The Departnment of Central Managenent Services shal
mai ntain detailed records of all receipts and di sbursenents
and shall provide an annual accounting of all receipts and
di sbursenents to the Auditor General

The Departnent of Central Managenent Services shall adopt
rules to govern the reinbursenent process.
